DOWN 10 THE POINT

Prices And The Catalogue 
Part One 


The recent edition of a stamp 
publication contained an article 
by Prescott Holden Thorp on 
“pressure groups” in philately, 
which was well written and very 
interesting. I thoroughly agree 
with Thorp that pressure groups 
of societies have too much self- 
assumed authority and _ could 
bring about chaotic conditions in 
stampdom by forcing the publica- 
tion of a second catalogue. 

I have long been interested in 
the criticism and gossip about the 
catalogue, its publisher, etc. and 
decided to delve into the subject. 
Accordingly I went to meet that 
“big, bad, mean ogre” Hugh Clark, 
editor and publisher of the Scott 
Standard Postage Stamp Catalo- 
gue, currently about to offer the 
101st edition of the only recogniz- 
ed volume of philately published 
in these United States, 

Having heard that he eats up 
little columnists, without first 
parboiling them, it was with great 
fear and trepidation that I ap- 
proached his office. You can im- 
agine my surprise to find that 
Hugh Clark is a very human be- 
ing with two eyes, ears, legs, 
hands and only one nose and 
mouth and NO horns. We had a 
two and a half hour conversation 
and unless I am a bad judge of 
human nature, and I’ll argue that 
with anyone, it is my firm con- 
viction that Clark is not only an 
extremely intelligent man, but a 
gentleman who is far more inter- 
ested in aiding and furthuring 
philately than his detractors ever 
hoped of being or doing them- 
selves. 

A bit of background about Clark 
might be interesting. Since 1914 
he has been pricing the cataiogue 
under the direction of the late 
John Luff, who until he sold out 
to Clark in 1934 was sole owner 
of the Scott Stamp and Coin Co. 
In that year Hugh and Theresa 
(his wife) Clark purchased the 
publishing house and stamp com- 
pany from Luff and operated 
both until a few years ago when 
the stamp company was sold to 
Norman Serphos who _ operates 
it today. Clark definitely denies 
owning any portion of the Scott 
Stamp & Coin Co. and his believ- 
able answer to their continued co- 
officing is due to his ownership 
of a long term lease and inabél- 
ity to rent other quarters in New 
York where space is at a prem- 
ium. He has had offers to sub- 
lease his present space and when 
he is able to find other quarters 
the offices of the stamp company 
and the publishing house will be 
at different addresses. 

Clark states that in his estima- 
tion about twenty per cent of the 
prices in the catalogue are in cor- 
rect, but due to the fact that there 
are thousands upon thousands of 
prices it is absolutely impossible 
to correctly check each stamp. On 
the other hand, if we take the 
trouble to read the special not- 
ices in the front of each catalogue 
there is an explanation of prices, 
a plea to make sensible sugges- 
tions to pricing singlue items and 
an acknowledgement of those or- 
ganizations who have assisted the 
publisher, The new catalogue has 
an even longer list and I saw 
printed sheets prepared by Clark 
which are sent to those who are 
willing to assist him. I also saw 
some of the suggestions, a port- 
tion of them written by indivi- 
viduals who know as much about 
stamps as I know about the 
Fredonian Rebellion. 

Mr. Clark is aware of the dis- 
sension regarding the prices in 
the catalogue and welcomes the 
concerted action of any group 
who know what they = are 
talking about to assist in pricing 
the catalogue. Naturally there is 
no such group, since philately is 
such a dis-organized hobby. Al- 
though it had nothing to do with 
prices, I asked a question that has 
been bothering many people, i. e. 
“The Junior Album” and I am 
happy to announce that the pub- 
lisher intends publishing a new

‘album that will have places for 
every complete issue of sets and 
singles of all nations, without 
taking into consideration the 
changes in watermarks and per- 
forations, and he will publish a 
catalogue that will match this al- 
bum. In other words, when the 
war with both Axis groups 
is over, collectors will 
have a simplified catalogue and 
an album that will not make it 
necessary to add blank pages in 
order to mount the high values of 
sets of stamps. There will be a 
continuation of the present cata- 
logue with more detailed infor- 
mation and the regular line of 
albums. 


Returning to the catalogue, I do 
not believe that Clark, as he has 
been accused, caters to any group 
of friends or individuals by prais- 
ing or lowering prices according 
to their desires to buy or sell. 
I believe he is an honest, intel- 
ligent and sensitive man, who is 
doing the best job in philately 
about keeping prices within rea- 
son, Personally I disagree with 
the prices in the catalogue and 
openly stated these reasons to 
Clark. I maintain that no cata- 
logue is correct which is predicat- 
ed on the basis that a discount 
from the established price is ex- 
pected. Clark states that as own- 
er of both the catalogue and the 
stamp company, he offered only 
a 10% discount from those prices. 
That may have been true of some 
stamps, but as a kid I remember 
getting 50% off catalogue appro- 
vals from the Scott Stamp & Coin 
Co. He states these prices are for 
stamps in fine condition, yet the 
average dealer sells stamps cheap- 
er than catalogue and all collec- 
tors start bargaining on the basis 
of 50% discount for most stamps 
and anywhere from 10 to 25% dis- 
count on air mails. When and if 
the dealers of the United States 
can get themselves properly or- 
ganized it would be adviseable to 
set up a committee to determine 
proper prices ano forward that to 
the publisher so that the cata- 
logue could become a net catalo- 
gue, because any catalogue of 
stamps (or any other commodity) 
is in error unless it states the pri- 
ces for which the article is sold. 
Stanley Gibbons, Inc. offers a cat- 
alogue of U. S. and BNA of net 
prices with figures in parenthesis 
for those who wish very fine spe- 
cimens of the stamps. In my esti- 
mation,, this is the proper way to 
price a catalogue, and I believe 
Clark wouid be willing to print 
the catalogue that way if there 
were any way of getting a major- 
ity of dealers to agree on proper 
prices. ‘ 

If the catalogue is out of line 
on extremely rare stamps, it 
jShould make no difference since 





the trade in such stamps is lim-

In 
the meantime you’ve noticed how 
Uncle Harry Weiss has been kept 
out of this so far. That’s because 
to Uncle Harry the word “price” 
means only one thing, namely, a 
“price” is something given to 
the winner of a contest. Harry, 
I’m sur-PRICE-d at you.

New Scott Catalogue 
Is A Yellow Fellow; 














Comes On Better Paper 


Any thorough attempt to re- 
view a new book as the Scott Cat- 
alogue, part I, for 1945, which lists 
United States and other countries 
of the Americas together with 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions would necessitate a compar- 
ison of prices in the new book 
with that of last year. 

Collectors who have acquired 
this new Yellow Fellow, for it 
is just that, with a bright yellow 
icover, will do their own price 
comparing for that is one thing 
that the collector is interested in. 

There have been increases on 
much materials as well as some 
declines. It must be understood 
that the prices fixed are as of 
last March or early April since 
it is a tremendous job to get out 
a book of this size and work was 
started some months ago. 

The discussion on prices will 
always be with us. It must be 
remembered that prices quoted 
are for “a fine specimen.” In this 
repect we believe that all col- 
lectors would have a better und- 
erstanding of the catalogue if 
they would study the pages of in- 
formation in the fore part of the 
book, 

Without any attempt to discuss 
prices in general we would if 
asked, express the opinion that 
catalogue prices should be based 
on what we call “GOOD” copies 
rather than on fine specimens, 

If this were done we believe 
that the catalogue would more 
nearly reflect current prices on a 
greater number of stamps. Fine 
specimens always bring a prem- 
ium price but of all stamps, the 
average is usually a good copy 
rather than a fine one. 

Take the 1847 issue for example 
and you will find that these are 
mostly good or fair copies that are 
available and that the price in the 
catalogue is for only fine copies. 
Most copies changing hands will 
not meet the catalogue represen- 
tation for fine copies, yet collec- 
tors blindly say that the 5c stamp 
is catalogued at $17.50 used. As 
a matter of fact, most sell under 
this figure because they are only 
good or fair copies, thus the prices 
on the catalog do not reflect the 
true value of the majority of the 
stamps sold. 

We can make the same compar- 
ison with the very latest modern 
issues. Let’s take the $5.00 Col- 
lidge which lists at 85c, Anyone 
| wanting a perfection centered, 
lightly canceled copy have to pay 
close to that figure but one sat- 
isfied with a stamp a bit off cen- 
ter and a bit too heavily canceled 
will find plenty far below the cat- 
alog figure and most copies are 
of this class. Why not base cat- 
alogue copies on the ordinary 
rather than on the extraordinary 
stamp. We believe such a plan 
would be far more satisfactory 
because it would come nearer to 
a general average and cover the 
greater part of available stamps. 

Beyond discussing prices, there 
is little that one can say in re- 
viewing a new catalogue but it is 
noted this year that the quality 
of the paper used in the catalogue 
is much finer than that used last 
year and with a very nice result 
in that the pictures of the stamps 
show up much clearer. The work 
is quite an improvement in this 
respect, but we never will for- 
give Mr. Clark for mixing up the 
world in two different books 
which makes it very unhandy as 
nine times out of ten we grab 
the wrong book when we want to 
hunt up something.

Show Great Increases;

Attention was attracted to a 
small four page folder recently 
at hand from the Tribune Stamp 
Company of New York. This 
folder gives ample evidence that 
the proprietors of this business 
know how to offer and _ sell 
stamps and we are going to quote 
some items mentioned on this 
folder in order that you collect- 
ors who turn up your nose at 
anything other than United 
States stamps may realizé that

For example, and this is the 
oldest of the stamps mentioned, 
they list the WIPA sheet of Aus- 
tria which sold at $4.50 when 
issued. Just look at the catalog 
price today and then to further 
satisfy yourself, try to buy one 
at that price. 

Other items mentioned are all 
stamps of the last four to six 
years and to cover them quick- 
ly we will list the stamps with 
the prices they were sold for 
when issued and current prices on 
these stamps. Surely this is ample 
evidence of the value of choice 
foreign stamps and the items 
offered cover about all classes 
of stamps from a wide range of 
countries.

“Premieres” in the old files of the 
American Bank Note Co.?
